Manila, P. I., Jan. 25.—The cigar 
trade between the Philippines and the 
United States is growing rapidly.

comparative statement issued by the 
collector of internal revenue for the 
periods of January to November, 1914, 
and 1915, shows an increase in expor­

consumers of 
5,008,499 cigars. During these months 
of 1914 the total shipments amounted 
to 47,972,050 and in 1915 to 52,980,549. 
February was the month of largest 
increase, when 9,120,487 cigars were 
shipped, as against 4,087,703 in 1914. 
January and March showed small ad­ 
vances. July and September increased 
about a million each; August two mil­ 
lion, while October fell off over 3,-

WAY OF SPREADING DISEASE 


Dirty W ater Pan Is Surest Way of 
Creating Trouble Among Mem­ 
bers of Any Flock. 


How often do you clean tip the wra- 
ter pans in your henhouses? 
You 
ought to clean them every day. 
For 
a dirty water pan is the surest w*ay of 
spreading disease throughout your 
flock. 
The best way of handling water in 
the poultry house is to keep it in a 
cheap, flat w'ashbasin that can be 
easily cleaned and refilled. It doesn’t 
pay to bother with patent water tanks. 
You will have to fill them just as of­ 
ten as the basins, and they are harder 
to clean up. 
Place the open basin on a box some 
eight or ten inches high and perhaps 
eighteen inches square, and make a 
runway for it. 
This keeps it from 
filling up with dirt and straw from 
the floor, and the h^ns do not climb 
into It In drinking. 
Then put the box and basin In a 
sunny corner of the house away from 
the roosts and nests, so that no dirt 
can fall into it from above. 
Clean it and refill it with clean, 
fresh water every day and you wall 
have put the disease germs to flight 
indefinitely.—Wisconsin Station.

sador. 
The fight took place in front of the 
Metropolitan club early in the after­ 
noon. Meyer and Beale, both of whom 
are members of the club, were in the 
clubhouse when the altercation began. 
It is understood that there has been 
hard feelings 
between 
Meyer 
and 
Beale for a long time over an incident 
that had occurred in a New' York club, 
and the old animosity showed itself 
when the two were thrown together 
at the Metropolitan club yesterday. 
It is understood that one word led 
to another until the lie was passed 
and 
Beale 
challenged 
the 
former 
American cabinet officer to step out­ 
side and settle it. 
Meyer did so and 
the two were no sooner on the side­ 
walk than they were at each other 
with their fists. 
The fight had not gone.far when 
Capt. Templin M. Potts, wTho was a 
member of Meyer’s staff when 
the 
latter was secretary 
of 
the 
navy, 
rushed in between the two and sepa­ 
rated them. 
Captain Potts happened to be enter­ 
ing tho clubhouse at the time. 
Both 
combattants entered the clubhouse in 
a badly mussed condition. Meyer was 
slightly cut under one eye and Beale’s 
forehead was minus some skin. 
Dr. Cary T. Grayson, the president’s 
physician, happened to be in the club 
house 
and 
he 
immediately treated 
Meyer’s eye. 
Capt. Henry Ward was giving a pre­ 
paredness luncheon at the Metropoli­ 
tan club, and Meyer was to be one of 
the guests of honor. The fracas caused 
a lot of excitement at the luncheon, 
but the former secretary of the navy 
calmly entered and took his seat after 
his clothes had been dusted and his 
eye cared for. 
Beale was not a guest at the lunch­ 
eon. 
Meyer remained until the end of the 
luncheon and Beale also stayed in the 
clubhouse, but the two did not meet 
again . Neither would make any state­ 
ment in regard to the affair. 
Meyer’s friends said on his behalf, 
however, that he “had been attacked.” 
That was the only comment that was 
authorized. 
Truxton Beale is about 55 years old, 
but has the appearance of being con­ 
siderably younger. 
He is of an ath­

build 
and 
a good-sized man. 
Meyer is 58 years old and also is an 
active, vigorous man. 
Beale 
also 
is a brother-in-law of 
John R. McLean, the publisher. 
He 
married Harriet Blaine, the daughter 
of James G. Blaine, but they were di­ 
vorced. 
Beale is a son of Gen. George Beale, 
one of the famous California *49ers. 
He was United States minister to Per­ 
sia and also to Greece, Rumania and 
Serbia at one time.

London January 25—The petition 
which over a thousand curates in Lon­ 
don are presenting to the Bishop of 


London brings to a fresh stage the 


question as to whether clergymen of 
the established church (Episcopalian) 
should be allowed to enlist. 
Accord­ 
ing to the established rules of the An­ 
glican church, clergymen are forbid­ 
den to serve in the fighting forces ex­ 
cept as chaplains or non-combattants. 
The clergymen signing the petition 
to th© bishop are^of military age and 
Would have* enlisted long ago, they 
say, but leu' violating the law of the 
church. 
A discussion has been carried on 
in the open letter columns of the news 
papers for some time in this regard. 
Opposition to enlistment by the Arch­ 
bishop of Canterbury and the various 
bishops rests on the theory that by 
ordination the clergyman is dedicated 
forever to God’s service, and that the 
profession of a soldier is incompatible 
with the priesthood. 
This finds some 
support in the church and the laity. 
But the more popular point of view is 
that there are wars often based on 
righteousness, and self-sacrifice for a 
righteous cause is one of the ideals of 
the church. 
“They tell their people every day," 
writes the rector of Stockbridge in 
regard to the clergy, “that every man 
who offers himself as a soldier saves 
the lives of many of his countrymen; 
it is therefore necessary, if more and 
i more lives are to be saved, that more 
I and more men must offer. 
We are 
also preaching that this is a righteous 
war." 
He then asks: 
“Should not the clergy lead in the 
promotion of righteousness? 
And if 
it is true that by the war the princi­ 
ple of righteousness will 
be 
more 
firmly established than ever before, 
is not that a work fit for a priest, or 
even a bishop?" 
The clergymen signing the petition 
address the following letter 
to 
the 
bishop of London: 
We, the signatories of this letter, 
believing that the needs of our coun­ 
try demand the most efficient utiliza­ 
tion of the nation’s resources, respect­ 
fully request your lordship to— 
1. Consider the possibility of so re­ 
organizing the work of the diocese as 
will permit of the largest number of 
clergy being set free for whole or 
part time for work directly in con­ 
nection with the war. 
2. Invite all clergy of military age 
to offer themselves for those branches 
of national service for which your 
lordship deems them suitable, and to 
undertake whatever work may, in ac­ 
cordance with this action, be allotted 
them. 
3. Consider if it be not possible to 
waive the rule which at present pro­ 
hibits clergy from serving in the com­ 
batant ranks.

Pope Is Given Credit for Movement 
W hich Would Give the Kaiser 
More Men for Pushing the 
W ar In Far East. 
Washington, January 25—Informa­ 
tion has been received in diplomatic 
circles in Washington that Germany 
is considering making Belgium a pro­ 
posal of separate peace. 
The evac­ 
uation of all Belgian territory would 
follow. 
It is understood that the proposal 
which will be made to King Albert 
by the military governor of Belgium, 
will include an offer to pay for the 
property damage caused by the Ger­ 
man occupation. 
Officials in close touch with the 
German embassy expressed the opin­ 
ion that the offer, if made, probably 
would be accepted. 
Belgium is not 
one of the signatories to the docu­ 
ment to which Sir Edward Grey ob­ 
tained the signature of the French 
and Russian, and, later, the Italian 
governments, and which binds those 
nations not to conclude 
a 
separate 
peace. 
The restoration of Belgium would 
leave the allies no room for protest, 
in the opinion of this authority, as it 
• 
* 
has been this one point on which the 
allies have been most insistent as a 
condition of peace. 
It can be stated authoritatively that 
the question of voluntarily withdraw­ 
ing from all occupied 
portions 
of 
Belgium—on the one condition that 
Belgium first consents to conclude 
a separate peace with the central em­ 
pires—is being considered in official 
circles in Berlin. 
It is pointed out that the conclusion 
of such an agreement would accrue 
to the advantage of Germany for the 
following reasons: 
The conclusion of a separate peace 
with Germany 
would 
automatically 
divorce Belgium from the other al­ 
lies. 
Thq occupation of any of the allies 
of any part of Belgian territory would 
becrime a violation of neutrality pre­ 
cisely comparable 
with 
the 
much- 
quoted violation of neutrality of which 
Germany has been declared guilty. 
For the allies to commit such a 
breach of 
neutrality 
after 
having 
used it as an excuse for making war 
on Germany is too inconsistent to be 
possible. 
With immunity from attack from 
that portion of her 
frontier 
facing 
Belgium. 
Germany -would 
have 
for 
disposal elsewhere 
the 
vast 
arm y 
now* actually in Belgium and in the 
trenches on the western portion of 
the battle line. 
As Germany has never at any time 
had any intention of occupying Bel­ 
gium permanently, 
her 
withdrawal 
now, instead of at the end 
of 
the 
war, could not fail to be of great ad­ 
vantage—not only because of the ac­ 
companying release of troops, but be­ 
cause of the world 
approval 
with 
which such a step would be met. 
So far as paying the cost of the re­ 
habilitation of Belgium is concerned, 
the amount involved is much less than 
is popularly supposed, by 
far 
the 
greatest financial loss sustained by 
the Belgians having been due to the 
British sea blockade, which has pre­ 
vented all Belgian industrial activity. 
Announcement that the restoration 
of Belgium is being considered by 
Germany followed the disclosure that 
the pope has recently made such ac­ 
tion a condition of his offering his 
good offices for the re-establishment 
of peace. Curioslv enough, this state­ 
ment 
was 
forthcoming 
from 
the 
British embassy, which issued the fol­ 
lowing memorandum: 
“ A distinguished Belgian 
Jessuit, 
Father Genusse, lately 
received 
by 
the holy father, has given the follow­ 
ing account of his audience on his re­ 
turn: 
“The pope told me and told me to 
repeat it along the trenches to men 
and officers and even 
to the 
king 
himself, that he considers Belgium 
has the right to complete reparation 
from Germany and that he will never 
consent to offer his good offices for 
the re-establishment of peace unless 
Belgium has all her 
territories 
in 
Europe and Africa restored her with 
plentitude, her liberties and her in­ 
ternational rights as they existed be­ 
fore, and this without prejudice to her 
claim for an adequate indemnity to 
be fixed after a minute inquiry and 
inventory of alk...public 
monuments

Dublin, Ireland, Jan. 25.—The Irish 
people have recently been aroused by 
the reports of gallant service by the 
Irish regiments. Just as the Sixteenth 
division of the new army, “The Irish 
Brigade,” that rallied upon the invita­ 
tion of Mr. Redmond from the Irish 
National Volunteers, north and south, 
was preparing to go to the trenches, 
came stirring accounts of the deeds of 
the Tenth division round Lake Dorian 
in Macedonia. 
The 
Tenth 
division 
was the first purely Irish division to 
take part in the war. It received its 
baptism 
of 
fire at Sulva Bay, and 
fresh 
from 
the 
ships was thrown 
against the entrenched positions on 
the Anafarta ridges . No official ac­ 
count of its valor in that desperate 
fight has yet appeared . But the unof­ 
ficial accounts of the capture of Choc 
d ate Hill and Dublin Hill by the Dub­ 
lin Fusiliers and of the frontal attack 
by the Inniskillings on the Anafarta 
trenches, are among the most stirring 
chapters in Ireland's military annals. 
The Tenth division represented Ire­ 
land, North and South, though drawn 
mainly from the south. 
The general 
who organized it is an Irishman, Gen. 
Sir Bryan Mahan, a first cousin of Sir 
Edward Carson. 
But close as the re­ 
lationship of the soldier to the poli­ 
tician, the general’s popularity is con­ 
fined to no political party in Ireland. 
He is an Irishman first, last and all 
the time, and full of pride in his Irish 
regiments . For some reason yet un­ 
explained he was not in command at 
Sulva Bay, but when the Saloniki ex­ 
pedition was decided upon 
he 
was 
given the command 
of the 
British 
forces, and among the first to land 
were the remnants of the gallant regi­ 
ments that had fought around Sulva 
Bay. 
To the gallantry 
of 
the Munster 
fusiliers, the Dublin fusiliers and the 
Connaught rangers, 
the 
general as­ 
cribes the safe execution of the plan 
for the withdrawal 
to 
the Vardar. 
j 
And the general's censors have also 
allowed the press agents to describe 
the work of the 
regiments. 
They 
state that but for the 
stand of the 
Tenth division, and the fierceness of 
its counter attacks 
with 
bayonets, 
when there was no artillery to help 
them, the retreat of both the French 
and the British armies 
would have 
been cut off and 
the 
orderly with­ 
drawal would have 
become 
a rout. 
Two companies of the Inniskillings, 
posted on a bluff, held up the Bulga­ 
rian advance for a considerable time, 
and stood their ground until they had 
fallen almost to a man. 
This frank recognition of the valor 
of the regiments has had an excel­ 
lent effect in Ireland. It was an aus­ 
picious coincidence that 
tho 
news 
should have come as the Irish volun­ 
teers division was preparing to strike 
its tents. 
The division was recently 
reviewed by the queen. One of the 
brigades is composed almost wholly 
of 
nationalists 
from 
Belfast 
and 
Derry. The regiment contains some 
of the best fighting material in Ire­ 
land; and the Irish public 
has fol­ 
lowed every step 
of its enrollment 
and training with unprecedented in­ 
terest. 
Its 
new 
general, 
General 
Hickie, is a Tipperary man. 
Meantime 
the 
enrollment 
of re­ 
serves for the various Irish brigades 
goes on. 
Fifty 
thousand men have 
been asked for within the vear.
